GRAVE CONSEQUENCES OF EL MAHDI'S
TRIUMPH. .

Loxpox, Nov. 24.—~The full measure of the prob-
able ultimate consequences of the destruction of the
Egyptian army in the Soudan s being slowly real-
ized in England. One section of the Radicals, whose
sole idea of English poliey in Egyptis to have nono,
is busily endeavoring to minimize the effect of El
Mahdi's victory, The Daily News
eredible flippancy that it is absurd to suppose the
policy of England to be affected by the deplorable
catastrophe in the Soudan, and that probably few
people go to that length, The most important ju.ur-
nals disenss the event with gravity, recognizing
that tho calamity makes immediate or near with-
drawal of the English troops now in Egypt to Eng-
Jand altogether impossible, applauding the dispatch
of the English fleet to Suakin, admitting that
the future action of England dependa  to
a great extent upon the movements of El
Mahdi, and conceding the fatal weakness of
the Ministry in not peremptorily prohibiting the
Kbedive from attempting an enterprise of which
England disapproved, and which every military
authority, including Hicks Pacha, pronounced rash
in the cxtreme.

There is considered to-day to be but slight chance
of saving Khartoum if that place is attacked,
Military men agree that there is no defensible posi-
tion botween Khartoum and Cairo, but the time
required for the advance of El Mahdi's forees puts
a panic out of the question. No Egyptian foree, it
is thonght, would be adequate to defend the Nile
Delta, nor is it certain that s majority of the
Egyptians might not weleome El Mahdl, Henee
there is, by general consent, necessity to rotain
and probably strengthen the English garrison.
Already snggestions are heard that some Indian
troops are likely to bo dispatched to the Red Bea
ports, and it is certain that General Bir Evelyn
Wood’s force will not be allowed to be sent into the
Soudan. The Sultan is expocted to propose to send
a Turkish force to reconquer the provinee, which is
theoretically Turkish, but it is not likely that
England will assent to that,'er to any scheme for
further military adventure beyond Khartoum.

UNTIMELY JOY IN FRANCE,

The French press hails with shricks of insane de-
light the disaster which it professes to regard as
Dritish. Opportunist, Radical and Legitimist
papers vie with each other in exultation and reck-
less falsehoods, alleging that the destroyed foree, if
not wholly British, was officersd by British com-
manders—the fact being that Hicks Pacha bad ex-
actly nine English officers with him. The French

farget, also, the probability that El Mahdi's suc-
oess will ronse into open hostility the whole Arab
popalation of northern Africa. Good jndges think
that hostilities are likely to ocenr on a great scale

in both Tunis and Algeria,
FRANCE, SPALN AND GERMAXY,

The same French papers, while every impartial
witness testifies to the cordialicy of the reception
of the Crown Prince of Prussia in Spain, publish
dispatches alleging that the Spanish people were
hostile and their welcome cold, and that there'was
frequent hissing from the erowds. The Crown
Prinee himself expresses delight with the journey.

Sefnor Castelar disavows the attempts to explain
away his expressions of sympathy with the Irish
rebels and murderers,

THE YORK ELECTION.

The narrow Conservative vietory at York was

due partly to the operation of the Corrnpt Practices
act, for which the Liberals are held responsible,
and wlich is hated in York, where, as in all eathe-

dral towns, corruption flourished, and partly to the
Xrish vote, for which Mr. Miluer bid boldly by do-
nonneing the Crimes act, thongh the Tory party
patriotically sapports the coercion poliey. Lord
Balisbury, who charged Mr. Lockwood, the Liberal
candidate, with the very offence which Mr, Miluer
actually committed, has been publicly challenged
to make o retraction.

FAILURE OF M. DE LESSEPS'S MISSION,

M. de Lesseps yesterday completed a series of in-
terviews with leading mercantile bodies, He was
received by the London Chamber of Commerce with
the same courtesy as Le was elsewhere confronted
by the same inflexible resolve to maintain English
rights and interests and tolerate no compromise,
Not securing the points previonsly anmonnced as
esascntial, M. de Lesseps’s mission, from his own

“point of view, has been a total failure, Tt now re-
maing to be seen whether hie has been convinced of
the necessity of adequate concession.

MR, LOWELL'S NEW HONORS,

Mr. Lowell’s election over Mr. Gibson as Lord
Reetor of the University of St. Andrews, elicits re-
newed tributes from the English and Scottish press
of all parties to his character, abilities and peculiar
fitness for an office of academical dignity. Every-
body is aware that he was supported wholly on
personal and literary grounds, and not political.
Conservative papers like The Standard heartily ad-
vocated his election, snd Mr. Gibson telegraphed

THE WAR IN TONQUIN.

AN ATTACK BY CHINESE TROOPS,

TWENTY KILLED AND WOUNDED OXN THE FRENCH
SIDE—CHINA AND THE BLACE FLAGH

Loxnox, Nov. 24.—A dispateh from Hong Kong
says that news has been received from Haiphong
announcing that a force of 3,000 Chinese troops
made an attack on Hai-Dzaong on November 17.
The French garrison being supported by a .gunbuPt
on the River Tui-Bigne, held out from 9 o'clock in
the morning until 4 in the afternoon, when the
Chinese retreated. The loss of the French land
foree was twolve killed and wounded, The .I-"mnch
gunboat had its hull penetrated by the encmy’s shot
in several places, and eight of the crow were

ATTEMPTED MURDER BY A BOY,

AN OVERSEER OF THE CONNLCTICUT REFORM
SCHOOL STABBED NEAR THE HEANT.

Some time ago Griffin and several other boys escaped
from the institutlon and were recaptured by Keeper
Drummond. At that time Grifin sald he would kill the
man who captured him, snd in consequence of this
threat he has been since confined in o cell and elosely
watched; but ln some unexplained be managed
to obtaln a large knife. Keeper Drummond wus fus
formed that there was o kuifo In his pos
seaslon last Thursday, and, after con-
forring  with  Assistant-Superintendent Howe, he
rosolved to ask the prisoner for it. He and Mr, Howe
went to Grifln's cell and Drummond unlocked the door.
Griffin was leaning agalust the side of the cell s the
keoper entered ; and, when he was asked for the knife, he
sprang forward and, uttering an oath, plunged his weapon
Into Diry d's left breast, saying as be did so: * There

They claimed to get nothing for these ser-
vices; but it looked as though & lively brokerage
business had been carried on, For the steamship
company was anxions to be well rid of the heathen,
and succeeded in landing these coolies even with
impediments thrown in their way by the Collector
of the Port, This result will doubtlessjlead to s
large increase in the arrivals from Chinaand &

RECEPTIONS—THE SPEAKERSHIP-A DI.
VORCE BUIT—-AMUSEMENTS,

CuicaGo, Nov, 24,—~A novel and very pleasant
immovation has been made in the Congressional
politics of the Chicago districts, and one which
will be calculated to make the personal relations of
the Congressmen and their constituents wmore in-’
timate and friendly in the future, On Thorsday
night the Union League Club gave the Chicago
Congressmen, and other of the State represeata-
tives, a parting dinner on the eve of their leaving
for Washington. The attendance was large, and
the oeccasion very enjoyable. Among the after-
dinner speakers General Logan threw out a signifi-
cant hint to the friends of the Hennepin Caval and
the Mississippi levee improvements to join their
forces, Congressman Caunon advocated the
postul telegraph, Congressman Finerty op-
poged  centralization of the Government,
and advocated an increased Navy.

General Logan, in
his speech, said: “The Mississippi River, in my
judgment, should be made a soparate proposition
from the general appropriations by Congress for
rivers aud harbors ; and the Hennepin Canal shonld
be connected with the Mississippi River as part of
the Great Western project, ‘The two should be put
together, and the Government should expend money
on them, not extravagantly, but properly, for the
benetit of commerce, and the people would not
grumble.” The seutiment in favor of pooling the
